The following year, he was 
hired as a full-time social studies 
teacher.

Schools proactively 
approach coronavirus

GRANBY - In the span of just 
73 days, COVID-19 has gone 
from being an unknown entity to 
a force that is disrupting the lives 
of people across the globe. China 
first reported the coronavirus on 
Dec. 31; today it exists on every 
continent except Antarctica. 

In the United States, more than 
40 states have reported confirmed 
or presumptive positive cases of 
COVID-19, Massachusetts being 
among them. From sporting 
events to concerts and parades, 
large gatherings are being called 
off in an unprecedented fashion. 

Five days a week, millions 
of students roam the halls of 
schools throughout the country. 
Considering that athletic events 
that draw only hundreds of spec- 
tators are being cancelled, the 
safety of students and staff mem- 
bers in much more densely-pop- 
ulated academic institutions must 
be called into question. 

In the wake of the World 
Health Organization declaring 
cornonavirus as a global pan- 
demic, local school distircts and 
area colleges have begun taking

precautionary steps such as mov- 
ing to online studies and closing 
down campus activity. 

Granby Public Schools is tak- 
ing a proactive approach to the 
outbreak, one that is growing in 
magnitude each day. The district 
presented the Pandemic Response 
Plan during its March 10 meeting, 
and Nurse Leader Nancy Jenks 
addressed its contents the follow- 
ing morning. 

“Our plan has an introduction 
that explains what pandemics are, 
how we respond and the different 
levels. A pandemic is a spread of 
a new disease that can go across 
several continents or worldwide.

BELCHERTOWN -— Following Gov. 
Charlie Baker’s announcement on Sunday, 
March 15, banning gatherings of 25 or 
more people, town services and local busi- 
nesses are taking steps to slow the spread 
of COVID-19 in the coming weeks. 

An emergency order issued by Baker on 
Sunday, took effect on Tuesday, March 17, 
also “prohibit(s) on-premises consumption 
of food or drink at bars and restaurants, 
beginning on March 17 and effective until 
April 6,” according to a press release from 
the governor’s office. 

With that, municipal services such as 
the Belchertown Senior Center and Clapp 
Memorial Library have closed their doors. 

The senior center is closed until further 
notice. 


The library is closed until April 6, due 
dates have been extended and no fines will 
accrue in the meantime. 

With only the ability to offer take-out or 
delivery, businesses affected by the gover- 
nor’s executive order include restaurants 
and bars. 

A day prior to the event, McCarthy’s Pub 
cancelled its St. Patrick’s Day festivities, 
according to a Facebook post, according to 
Janice McCarthy-Rogers. 

“During difficult times we weigh per- 
sonal risks of ourselves, our families and 
business,” McCarthy Rogers wrote. “As 
a local business owner and community 
member I’ve been trying to take any and 
all preventative measures to provide a safe 
environment for my staff and guests.” 

The pub will be closed for the next two 
weeks and the St. Patrick’s Day event has 


been postponed.

“The next 15 days are critical,’ said 
Jen Turner, Selectboard member, who 
was participating from her home. “It’s 
not about catching it. It’s about not 
giving it to someone else.” 

Board and Committee meetings can 
be held, but only remotely. Along with 
the Belchertown schools, the com- 
munity pool, skate park and Senior 
Center are also closed, and rental of 
town spaces such as Old Town Hall 
are being cancelled. 

People are strongly encouraged 
to not use outdoor playgrounds and 
fields to comply with social distanc- 
ing as recommended by public health 
experts. The transfer station will 
remain open with patron utilizing a 
window in the office building to con- 
duct transactions. 

“There is light at the end of the tun- 
nel,’ said Boscher, pointing to South 
Korea, which has begun closing test- 
ing stations as the presence of the

“In the US, however, we are still in 
the beginning stages,” he said.

lic has urgent business. 

Licensed daycare facilities can 
remain open for now, on the recom- 
mendation of Metcalf. 

Brougham noted that legislation has 
been filed in Boston to allow towns 
to push back the date of their annual 
town meetings, typically set by law, 
and to allow month-to-month budget- 
ing if a meeting 1s not held before the 
July 1, start of the 2021 fiscal year. 

School Committee Chairman 
Michael Knapp, also participating 
remotely, said the schools web site 
is the best place to look for addition- 
al information about school related 
issues. Staff people are planning some 
activities for grades six through 12 for 
Google classroom, he said. 

Selectmen decided they will meet 
remotely every weekday for the next 
two weeks because the situation and 
the reactions of the state and feder- 
al governments have been rapidly 
changing. 

“If we all go home and nothing 
happens — that’s the point,” 
said Selectboard member 
Nicholas O’Connor.

Celebrating 
‘Maple Month’ 


arch is commonly known in the agricultur- 
Me community as “Maple Month.” The 

Massachusetts Farm Bureau Federation 
encourages consumers to visit their local maple sugar 
shack and indulge in a maple treat. In addition to the 
month-long celebration, the Massachusetts Maple 
Producers Association will host Maple Weekend on 
March 21 to 22. During this time, sugarhouses across 
the commonwealth will host demonstrations, tours and 
tastings. In addition, restaurants will be featuring items 
made with pure Massachusetts maple syrup. 

Massachusetts is home to more than 250 sugarhouses. 
People may visit http://massmaple.org/directory.phpto to 
locate one near them. 

Maple syrup is not only a sign that spring is near, but 
also the first “crop” of the season. Native Americans and 
early settlers to the “New World” tapped maple trees, 
collected the sap and boiled it down to get maple syrup 
or maple sugar. Pure white sugar, a staple of our diet, 
was a very rare treat in the 1700s and 1800s. Maple 
syrup was a more available sweetener. In addition, maple 
syrup contains trace amounts of minerals such as potas- 
sium and zinc. 

The process of making sap into syrup is an interesting 
endeavor and something that an individual or a family 
can do on a small scale without all the fancy equipment 
the commercial maple syrup producer needs. The larger 
producers use plastic taps and tubing to run the sap by 
gravity from the tapped maple trees to a collection vat 
where the sap is pumped into tanks on a truck. The sap 
is then transported to the sugarhouse and put into an 
evaporator where the sap is boiled to form the syrup. The 
syrup, when ready, is filtered cooled and put into jars, 
cans or plastic jugs for sale. Some producers still use 
metal buckets with lids that hang from the metal spout 
tapped snugly into the tree. The lids keep rain, snow and 
debris out of the sap. Other producers use plastic taps 
and tubing to run the sap into large plastic jugs. 

An easy method that recycles plastic milk jugs works 
well for a small family harvest and is inexpensive. The 
handle of the jug is cut in two spots to fit the spout and 
to hold the jug to the spout hook. The lid is kept on the 
jug to keep out precipitation and debris. 

Sap usually starts running in late February or early 
March. When the nights are below freezing and the days 
are mild, sap starts to flow. The tree should be at least 
10 inches in diameter and in good health to be tapped. A 
large pan can be used to “boil” or evaporate the sap into 
syrup. It takes about 10 gallons of sap to make one quart 
of syrup. This should be done outdoors as the steam can 
do damage to wallpaper and woodwork in the house. A 
side burner on an outdoor gas grill works fine or a pit 
with a smoke stack can be made using concrete blocks 
for a wood fire. People traveling through rural areas will 
most likely see all or most of the above mentioned col- 
lection methods. 

For a real treat, try making your own maple syrup 
sometime or just buy some locally- produced maple 
syrup. Maple syrup is great on pancakes or used in 
baked beans or winter squash. Three quarters of a cup of 
maple syrup is equal to one cup of sugar.

sent in the mail without risk of freezing, otherwise you will 
likely receive them close to Memorial Day, which is too 
late for indoor planting. 

When your package arrives, unpack it immediately. 
Canna rhizomes will come in small plastic bags filled with 
peat moss. At the very least, they should be about the size 
of your thumb; sometimes they are even double that in 
width. They ought to be firm, not at all soft. To pot them 
up, choose a container that is a couple of inches bigger 
than the rhizome when it is laid out horizontally; one six 
to eight inches in diameter is usually ideal. Fill the pot 
about half way with a good quality moistened potting soil. 
Lay the rhizome on top with leaf buds pointing up. Any 
hairy roots, new or old can fall to the side. Cover with two 
inches of soil. If your finished product reaches the rim, 
reposition so that you have at least an inch deep “basin” on 
top to make watering well easier. Place the pots in a warm 
location and continue to water as needed. When the first 
sprouts appear, move the canna plants to a sunny window 
or place under grow lights. By mid-May you can start to 
harden the plants off outdoors by gradually exposing them 
to bright sun, wind and fluctuating temps. After a week 
to 10 days of acclimatization, and if there are no frosts in 
the forecast, cannas can be removed from their pots and 
planted in their permanent summer location. A shovelful of 
compost in the planting hole along with supplemental fer- 
tilizer every couple of weeks will result in big, floriferous 
plants fast! 

Be sure to save your cannas from year to year; it’s easy

After 
a light frost, dig up the plants and let them dry briefly. 
Then, cut the foliage away from the rhizomes and store 
them at 50 degrees in boxes or tubs filled with peat moss. 
As mentioned, my mudroom is the perfect spot in my 
house. I am sure there is a place in yours too. After the sec- 
ond season you will have enough divisions to share with 
family and friends; much to their delight.

Planning Board discusses bylaw 
options for proposed event business

BELCHERTOWN : 
Community member Heather 
Labonte has proposed her 
dream of a new event business 
in Granby, and now, the town’s 
Planning Board is discussing 
ways to make the business a real- 
ity. 

During its recent meeting, the 
board met with Labonte to dis- 
cuss the business idea further, 
specifically addressing concerns 
regarding zoning and how the 
business would fit into the town’s 
zoning bylaws. 

Labonte said she initial- 
ly appeared before the board in 
February to introduce her idea, 
which includes a part-time, sea- 
sonal event business for weddings 
and potentially craft fairs on her 
Harris Street property. She added 
that the property is rich in his- 
tory, and an existing house on 
the property would eventually be 


turned into a museum-type addi- 
tion to the event space through 
which visitors could walk. 

“T want to bring people to 
Granby. I want Granby to be on 
the map for the Pioneer Valley as 
a destination for events,’ Labonte 
said. “I am very passionate about 
this project.” 

The discussion ultimately con- 
cluded with a possible bylaw 
amendment, which would require 
a two-thirds vote at town meet- 
ing. The board discussed adding 
language to the bylaws that would 
allow this type of use and create a 
process for permitting it, assum- 
ing that voters at town meeting 
would approve this updated lan- 
guage as a bylaw amendment. 

Labonte was instructed that the 
next steps would be to write a for- 
mal letter to the board requesting 
this bylaw addition. 

Currently, the business would 
include just the seasonal event 
space, and Labonte added that the 
hope is to renovate the home and 


open it to visitors after enough 
revenue is generated. The prop- 
erty on which the house resides 1s 
currently zoned residential. 

The board went back and forth 
trying to find an area of the zon- 
ing bylaws in which this busi- 
ness could fit as per the sched- 
ule of use regulations. Since the 
business would not immediately 


include the opening of house as a 


museum or art gallery, it did not 
appear to fit under any current 
section of the bylaws, and it also 
did not currently appear to fit as a 
craft center. 

Labonte added that the goal is 
to eventually feature local artists 
and have their art as focal pieces 
throughout the property; she also 
said she is not opposed to host- 
ing craft fairs at the property if it 
would help the business fall better 
into a certain bylaw description. 

“T am open to anything that 
would preserve this property,’ she 
said. “It’s a beautiful area, a hid- 
den gem.”

It’s considered to be highly con- 
tagious between people and can 
move rapidly and spread really 
easily,” she said. 

An emphasis has been placed 
on wiping down and disinfect- 
ing commonly-used items such as 
doorknobs, keyboards, desks and 
tables. Washing your hands is of 
the utmost importance. 

“Germs can enter into the body 
through the eyes, nose, mouth 
and through other areas such as 
cuts in the skin and things like 
that. In order to break the chain 
of infection, we do hand-wash- 
ing to prevent those germs from 
entering the body if someone is 
to touch their face,” said Jenks. 

The district encourages stu- 
dents to wash not only their 
hands but also “the fingers, the 
tops of your hands, between the 
fingers and underneath the nails 
to really make sure that you’re 
getting the germs off because the 
coronavirus is living on surfac- 
es,” said Jenks. 

The district is following the 
National Incident Management 
System, a product of the Federal

Emergency Management Agency. 
NIMS includes five components; 
preparedness, communications 
and information management, 
resource management, command 
and management and ongoing 
management and maintenance. 

While the 2009 HIN1 influen- 
za shook the United States, coro- 
navirus is a different animal. Not 
since the Spanish Influenza of 
1918 has the country encountered 
such a threating pandemic. 

“In terms of a pandemic, 
[H1N1] is similar [to coronavi- 
rus] but not quite. With HIN1, 
we were able to vaccinate indi- 
viduals. Currently, there’s no 
treatment for corona. That 
doesn’t mean that there won’t be 
one in the future, but as of March 
11 there isn’t one,’ said Jenks. 

In a time of uncertainty, it 
is important not to spread fear 
or facilitate paranoia. Districts 
across the state plan to “address 
infection control” and will act 
accordingly if the problem wors- 
ens. 

Even with the necessary pre- 
cautions that have been put in 
place, maintaining a sense of nor- 
malcy is being prioritized by the 
district. Jenks asks that parents 


be “flexible and understanding 
because [the approach to corona- 
virus] is changing all the time.” 

On March 10, the 
Commonwealth declared a State 
of Emergency, joining a number 
of states who have already done 
so. Jenks noted that it will take a 
“community partnership” to keep 
everyone safe and healthy. 

“Again, with the situation 
being constantly changing, we 
will edit this based off of the 
needs of the district at the time 
and our response. It’s a new dis- 
ease, and we’re still learning how 
to navigate it,” she said. 

“If there are high absences or 
the schools close either based 


off of the recommendation of 


the governor or if that’s decid- 
ed between the Dept. of Public 
Health, the Board of Education, 
the schools’ administration team, 
the local Board of Health and our 
school physician,’ Jenks contin- 
ued. 

The action plan that was pre- 
sented on March 10 can be found 
online at granbyschoolsma.org. A 
leadership team will meet daily at 
8 a.m. on a daily basis to assess 
available information and formu- 
late a response.

world has been literally the 
“most” affected by the spread 
of the coronavirus. 

Changes are happening every 
day related to the virus so much 
in fact that our weekly papers had 
a very tough time keeping up with 
them last week. 

Now, the changes have start- 
ed to slow down, because here in 
Western Massachusetts, there is 
not much more that can be done 
to bring the world to a crawl.

Last year, the 
regular season 
was extended by 
a week to accom- 
modate the poor

The only disappointing part for 
many athletes, is that it appeared 
for a while we had an early spring 
coming with baseball and soft- 
ball fields already drained, and 
the grass lacrosse fields just about 
fit for play on the actual days 
teams are supposed to open in late 
March. 

But like Major League 
Baseball, which delayed the 
Start of its season, the start of the 
spring sports season cannot go on.

finals, Road Race cancelled

REGION -— Last week, the sports world 
was changed forever when the coronavirus 
pandemic cancelled the MIAA state cham- 
pionship games, and the professional sports 
world went into a domino effect that has led 
to the stoppage of play in all games and tour- 
naments. 

As the situation developed, the MIAA had 
started to play the state championship semi- 
final games, which included Minnechaug and 
Monson girls basketball. 

But midway through the Monson game, 
it was announced that all semifinal winners 
would be considered “‘co-state champions.” 

Monson’s game was one of a few that was 
played without fans before sporting events 
were stopped altogether in an effort exercise a 
new buzzword known as “social distancing.” 

Locally, one of the biggest impacts to the 
area occurred last Tuesday afternoon when 
Holyoke Mayor Alex Morse announced the 
cancellation of the St. Patrick’s Day Parade, 
and with it, the popular St. Patrick’s Road 
Race, which was set to kick off on Saturday, 
March 21. 

The event is cancelled and will not be made 
up due to the immense amount of planning 
and work with sponsors, public safety, sani- 
tation, and other officials needed to make the 
event happen. 

“Tt’s not something you can just postpone 
for a couple of weeks and then make it hap- 
pen,” a city official said at Morse’s press con- 
ference on Tuesday. 

The cancellation has brought forth a lot of 
disbelief and disappointment in the amount of 
disturbance the coronavirus has caused in the 
past two weeks.

So Thompson thought outside the box to make this 
challenge a fun one. Since the academic classes only ran 
bi-weekly, Thompson said he had to be energetic and 
entertaining to keep the students interested. 

This is when his experience as a stand-up comedian 
and magician came into play; he would occasionally pull 
a magic trick out of nowhere to liven up the classroom. 

“T made sure that the classes were well-disciplined and 
well-maintained, but it was a safe environment where we 
could have fund and we could laugh,” said Thompson. 

He also said that showing his skills as a magician was 
done to remind his students that there is “magic in the 
world out there,’ and to keep their eyes open to “appreci- 
ate everything that’s out there.” 

“We tend to get beat down by the system and the doom 
and gloom of the world, but there’s a lot of cool stuff if 
you look for it,’ said Thompson.

“You can discuss 
your vision for your land with one of 
our conservation planners, who will 
explain the conservation planning 
process and how to apply for finan- 
cial assistance.” 

EQIP is a voluntary program that 
provides financial and technical 
assistance to agricultural producers 
and forest land owners to address 
natural resource concerns through 
an array of conservation practices. 
Assistance is available to support pri- 
vate land owners and managers in 
addressing farm, field, forest, wild- 
life, water, and/or plant management 
issues including: Erosion control; 
farm and forestry conservation plans; 
fencing for grazing systems; forest 
stand improvement; grazing plans; 
irrigation systems; pasture and hay- 
land planting; pollinator habitat; pro- 
tection of heavy use areas for live- 
stock; restoration and management 
of declining habitat; riparian buffers; 
seasonal high tunnels; soil health 
management plans; waste storage 
facilities; and wildlife habitat man- 
agement and development. 

The AMA program provides 
financial and technical assistance to 
agricultural producers to voluntarily 
address issues such as water manage- 
ment, water quality, and erosion con- 
trol by incorporating conservation 
into their farming operations. 


Massachusetts producers may 
construct or improve water manage- 
ment structures or irrigation struc-
